1. The enquiry from the church lat New Hope, whether it is right for 
hurches to grant letters of dismission to members residing |within! their 
mmediate bounds, when such members do not intend moving out of] the 
mits of the church to which they belong? and whether it is fight in other 
hurches to receive them upon such ‘letters? Your committee recommend 
he following reply: It is the opinion of this Association, that it is not 
right for members of churches to apply for letters of dismission, without 
assigning a justifiable reason—that churchés to whom such application is 
made, should refuse to grant Ic tters, and that ‘churches to whom etter 
s granted under such circumstances, ‘are presented, would act properly to 
reluge the holders admission. 

2., The church at Galillee can probably ascertain the date of their con- 
stitution by reference to the records of the Association. 

_3. The churches at Bethany and Steen’s Creek, have both ‘petitioned 
the Association to hold their next session with them. Your committee 
Would not say anything to influence the decision between these conflictirig
